SHALL ARBITRATION BE BACKED BY 
FORCE. OR ONLY BY PUBLIC OPINION 
Not many would Agfee they care not whether 
or not wars are outlawed. 
Practically every ra­ 
tional being wants all war stopped. But serious 
differences arise as to the best means of gaining 
that end. Many contend that If arbitration courts 
are set up and recognized, as between nations, for 
the settlement of all disputes, that once a court 
having jurisdiction in a dispute hands down a 
decision, that those concerned must accept it in 
good faith, just as American citizens as a rule 
accept in good faith the decisions of our courts 
from the suprepie court down to those presided 
over by justices of the peace. 
< 
Those who depend on^ moral rather than physi­ 
cal force to enfprce decisions 
of 
international 
courts, usually desire to pass djrectly from arbi­ 
tration to disarmament, ^ holding 
that 
nations 
armed to the teeth are too inclined to be warlike. 
Such people argue that in civiw fe, individuals 
are not only expected to settle theif differences in 
court, but are also outlawed if they carry con­ 
cealed weapons. 
' 
Quite a large number of the lovehj^of peace, 
hold that once nations afcrce to arbitrate differ­ 
ences, that they shall be forced to abide by the 
decisions of their courts of arbitration, and such 
point to .the fact that while our army has never 
been called out to enforce the d ecision s 0f 
th e 
TJnited States supreme court on a large scale, that 
the American army anchall arnfed officers can 
bewailed out to uphold its decisions. 
Jip put arbitration first and then dis­ 
b elieve strongly the fundamental in 
stincts of human beings for right and justice as 
reached by legal processes. 
Those who' want 
armies to enforce arbitration, are from Missouri, 
ad to what some nations might do following an 
award of an arbitration court. 
Such believe in 
the doctrine—deal justly but have a big 
stick 
handy. 
The history of the development of respect for 
the dignity of the law, shows that both moral 
and actual force have been employed to that end, 
and it is fair to assume that laws between na­ 
tions will be enforced by both moral suasion and 
by bayonets.
